Gentlemen, 

I  lieg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Health  Keport 
for  the  Eural  District  of  Seisdon,  for  the  year  1909. 

The  Population,  estimated  at  Mid-summer,  1909, 
is  14,861,  being  an  increase  of  253,  viz. : —

The  Births  numbered  317,  being  only  ten  more 
than  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  last  ten  years,  and  far  the 
lowest  birth  rate  recorded,  viz.,  21-3,  the  previous  lowest 
being  22-5  in  1899. 

The  corrected  number  of  deaths  was  212,  giving  a 
rate  of  13*2,  practically  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

In  the  month  of  August  there  was  not  a  single 
death  in  the  Wombourn  Sub-district,  with  a  population 
of  6,700  odd.  The  Summer  being  a  cool  one,  there  was 
not  the  usual  amount  of  Summer  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis, 
due  to  rapid  fermentation  and  decomposition  of  food. 
Consequently  there  was  only  one  death  from  Diarrhoea 
and  four  from  Enteritis  in  the  year. 

The  deaths  under  one  year  number  36,  the  highest 
but  one  in  the  last  ten  years,  giving  a  rate  of  113*5  per 
1,000  births.  But  this  is  accounted  for  a  good  deal  by 
the  excessive  number  of  premature  births  and  Meningitis, 
of  which  latter  there  were  six  cases  instead  of  none  last 
year. 


emptying  the  middens,  and  that  more  regular  attendance 
to  this  matter  will  be  enforced.  We  have  yet  to  see  the 
fruits  of  this  circular. 

As  regards  the  Kinver  Sewerage,  though  much 
time  and  thought  have  been  bestowed,  many  opinions 
taken*  and  meetings  held  to  consider  that  matter,  no 
definite  scheme,  I  believe,  has  yet  been  decided  upon. 

The  topical  difficulties  and  the  proportionately 
large  expenses  likely  to  be  incurred,  are  matters  for  serious 
consideration. 

The  removal  of  night-soil  in  Upper  Penn  might 
still  be  done  more  promptly  and  efficiently. 

HOUSES  ERECTED. 

Thirty-seven  houses  have  been  erected.  Twenty- 
five  of  these  were  in  Penn  Parish,  an  increase  of  seven  on 
last  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Wolverhampton  Corporation  water  has  been 
laid  on  to  54  houses  in  Codsall,  Bilbrook  and  Kingswood. 

The  new  Kinver  Water  Supply  has  already  been 
laid  on  to  224  houses,  which  is  exceedingly  satisfactory 
so  soon  after  the  supply.  Out  of  40  samples  of  water 
analysed,  only  two  were  found  to  be  free  from  pollution, 
which  emphasizes  still  more  the  urgency  of  the  case. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  are  kept 
more  cleanly  than  formerly,  though  there  are  still  large 
accumulations  of  manure  near  some  of  the  Cowsheds. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops,  which  are  all  on  a 
small  scale,  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  have  a 
satisfactory  amount  of  sanitary  accommodation. 
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GENERAL. 

I  have  again  inspected  the  District  in  all  quarters 
and  consider  the  sanitary  condition  improving  consider¬ 
ably,  from  year  to  year. 

For  further  sanitary  details  I  refer  you  to  the 
Appended  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report,  which  shows  a 
very  large  amount  of  work  done.
